Jampbell, president of the Exhibition association, and head of 

the well-known milling firm of Campbell & Ottewell, who re- 

YH turned to the city yesterday after a tour of inspection covering a 

great portion of the district told the Bulletin last night that 

some farmers in the Edmonton territory, especially in the Clover 

Bar and Agricola districts, claim that wheat will go 35 bushels 
and imore to the acre. ‘ 

The weather this week has been very favorable for harvest- 
ing, there being only slight, occasional showers, Cutting is pro- 
ceeding in every locality tributary to the city, and by Saturday 
uight, he estimates there will be not more than 25 per cent. of 
grain left standing, 

He states that the crops are very heavy, 
he has ever seen. Several farmers are just 
ting. 

Fifty per cent. of the grain is now iv stook. All the grain that 
las not been cut is fit to cut, with the exception .of course. of the 
green feed. 

In the Stony Plain section about half the grain was cut last 
Saturday, and two or three days will see the last stook set in 
place. 

Mr. Campbell says he expects the sample of grain to be mag 
uificent, especially if the present fine weather continues. No 
threshing has yet taken place, as the weather has not been of the 
yequired drying nature, and he does not anticipate that any 
threshing will be commenced for ua week or more. 

G. 8. Long of Namao ,stated lust evening that the majority of 
the farmers in his neighborhood were well, advanced with their 
cutting. My, Long himself finished this portion of his harvesting 
operations yesterday afternoon, and hopes to begin threshing in 
three weeks’ time, if suitable weather is experienced. All erops 
in the neighborhood are in exceptionally good condition. He 
estimates that wheat will go about 35 bushels to the acre, and oats 
which are exceptionally heavy, he thinks may reach 80 bushels. 
During the past week, he says, magnificent harvesting weathe: 
has been experienced, and no damage by frost is reported. 

R. P. Ottewell, whose farm is in the Clover Bar district, says 
that at least one-half of the grain in the Clover Bar district has 
been cut, and that the crops on the whole are wonderfully good. 
Wheat, he estimates, will be nearly 40 bushels per acre, and 
oats 65 to 70. Taken all round, he added. the local erop is far 
superior to that of last year.

ness of providing accommodation for 
transients,
